president graciously appeared to speak a 
few words to his constituents and re* 
eeive their approving cheers. 
Perhaps the most imposing demon­ 
stration of the day was a t Indianapolis, 
where the streets through w hich the 
president was driven to the state house 
were jammed w ith cheering people. 
Here, on the steps of the state capitol, 
almost within the shadow of the statue 
of Thomas A. Hendricks, the president 
delivt red « ne of the most striking and 
eloqueut aduresses of His long w estern 
tour, In* the coarse of it he paid grace* 
f ul tribute to the memory of Hendricks 
aud referred also to ex-President H ar­ 
rison, both of which references were 
received by the people w ith deafening 
applause. 
' At Connersville, Iud,, a tw o-m onths 
old baby was handed over the railing of 
the rear platform into the arm s of Sec­ 
retary Wilson, who presented to the 
president 
his youngest namesake— 
William McKinley. 
Another hum or­ 
ous incident was when Secretary Wil­ 
son was introduced, after the president 
had nnished his rem arks at Conners­ 
ville. Twice Mr. Wilson commenced 
to speak and twice he was interrupted 
bv the starting of the train. 
Then Sec­ 
retary Cage shouted: 
“ The eloquence 
of tho secretary of agriculture starts 
the wheels going.’* Amid great laugh­ 
ter Mr. W ilson then concluded his brief 
address aud rile train pulled out. 
Uh. n the presidential train reached 
Cincinnati it was transierred iii the 
sun..lbs from tile tracks of the Cincin­ 
nati, Hamilton aud Dayton railway to 
tnose of th ■ Baltimore and Ohio South- 
wtstern.

Spanish antholities, namely, the re­ 
moval and transportation to a great dis­ 
tance by sea of about 120,000 soldiers, 
sick and well, w ith their accoutrements, 
was beyond the ability of the Span­ 
iards.

W a s h i n g t o n , Oct. 22.—The director 
of the m int, in his report upon the pro­ 
duction of the precious m etals dur ng 
tile caleudar year 18 -7, says: The value 
of the gold pr duced in the United 
States during the calendar year 1897 
was $57,363,000. The South African re­ 
public holds first place, producing gold 
to the value of $57,633,861, Australasia 
$55,6s4,182 and Russia $23,245,163. 
There was a notable increase in the 
production of gold in the world during 
1897 over 1896. 
The United States in ­ 
creased $4,276,000, the South African 
republic m ade the remarkable gain of 
$13,a54,192, Australasia increased $10. 
502,249 and Russia $l,709,9i0. 
The U nited States produced during 
the year 53,860,000 fine ounces of silver 
and Mexico 53,903,180 fine ounces, a de­ 
crease for the United States of 4,974,800 
hue ounces and an increase for Mexico 
of 8,256,766 fine ounces.

The Philadelphia Press correspondent 
who went to Bear island, the home of 
the Pillager Indians, a branch of the 
Chippewa tribe, to find out their version 
of the recent troubles between them and 
the United States authorities, describes 
his trip as follows: 
From W alker, M inn., to Bear island, 
the home of the Pillager Indians, it is 
as the canoe paddles a good 17 miles. 
Your correspondent, w ith two others, 
bas ju st returned from the island after 
making the trip over the tnrbulent 
Beech lake, guided and propelled by a 
“ good” Indian, who, although a Chip­ 
pewa, is not one of the Pillager tribe. 
The trip was a most hazardous one, 
as we were not even sure th at our light 
bark canoe would ever reach its jour­ 
ney’s end, and if it did we were in en­ 
tire ignorance of w hat our reception 
would be by the Indians. 
Acting on the advice of old settlers 
at W alker we w ent unarm ed, except 
for a hundred or so of very bad cigars, 
intended for the propitiation of the red 
men. 
W hen we left W alker, Leech lake, 
which is in an ugly tem per almost the 
year round, seemed on its good behavior, 
but we were not afloat half an bour be­ 
fore a nasty wind came pouring out of 
the northeast and kicked up a sea that 
had w hite men handled the canoe it 
would have upset in three minutes. 
Our guide, who has one of the usual 
17 syllabled name3 common to the Chip­ 
pewas, knelt in the stern of the canoe 
and never as m uch as by a relaxed or 
tautened muscle showed that he knew 
th at the lake was else than a smooth 
duck pond. 
At last, after w hat seemed ten hours, 
our Indian stopped paddling, grunted 
and pointed ahead. 
W e slowly rose 
from the bottom of the canoe and looked. 
There rising out of the sw art w ater 
and outlined against the angry sky stood 
a drear wooded mass which we intuitive­ 
ly knew to bo Bear island. 
Our Indian gave voice to a cry th at 
sounded like u call of Charon announc­ 
ing his arrival on th e nether shore of 
tho Styx, and after a moment ah an­ 
swering wail came from the island. We 
then headed straight for the shore, and 
in a few moments the canoe was beach­ 
ed and we were aw kw ardly following 
the Indian toward a cluster of tepees 
and buts, our stiffened joints alm ost 
creaking at every step. 
From the first tent we approached a 
big fat squaw emerged and gazed at us 
w ith ber expressionless face, but did 
not offer a rem ark. From nearly every 
teat and hut in sight another squaw ap­ 
peared u n til there were a dozen ox more 
of them. 
O ur guide paid no attention to them, 
but continued in his search for the 
braves. After a few m oments he turned 
to the squaw who had first appeared 
and spoke a few words to her, which 
she answered briefly. 
He then told us in broken English 
th at m ost of the braves were away from 
home, but that he would see if he could 
find any of them. 
He told us to sit 
down where we were and w ait for him 
while he w ent to look them up. 
We 
had put ourselves entirely under bis or­ 
ders, so down we sat, and he disappear­ 
ed into the shadow. 
The squaws also squatted on the wet 
ground, eagerly took the cigars which 
we offered them, and then settled back 
into a stolid, motionless silence. They 
did not seem to pay any attention to 
us, no more than they paid to the wind 
which was m aking music among the 
branches above us or the m isty rain 
which was still falling. 
The situation was not a cheerful one. 
The gloat trees cast a shade which made 
everything so gloomy th at the figures 
of the squaws were only mere sugges­ 
tions. 
The wind sighed and whistled 
m ournfully oveihead, the waves dashed 
on the shore near by w ith a monotonous 
splash, and now and again could be 
heard the cry of some w ild anima) or 
the signal of a w ild man. 
W hat the squaws thought no one but 
themselves know, but there was no ques­ 
tion th at two uncomfortable newspaper 
men wished they were well off the is­ 
land and safe in the hotel at Walker. 
Ju st as the situation was becoming 
unbearable and it seemed th at unless 
some one spoke or moved we would both 
go crazy, a dark form stole out of the 
trees on our right. 
For a moment visions of tomahawks 
aud scalping knives rushed through our 
heads, jum bled up w ith all the blood 
curdling stories of Indians th at the peo­ 
ple of W alker are alw ays ready to tell 
to the etiangor. 
The next moment we 
recognized oar guide aud could have al­ 
most hugged him, so glad were we to 
lee him. 
He came straight to us and 
told us that only a few of the Indians 
were present on the island and th at they 
did not w ant to see as. 
Thev had given him permission to 


tell as of their troubles, However, ana 
of the causes which have led to their 
rescuing Bog-Ah Me-Ge rhik from the 
m arshals a few we< ks ago a u d their sub­ 
sequent st a term ms 
that they would 
never give Iii xii up to the officers. 
Tho m ain points of the -tory have 
been told before, but never ar- <irainatic- 
illy as they were given there that night 
by the tall Indian in his broken Eng­ 
lish. No actor c o u l d have told the story 
in a more dram atic manner, aud no 
theater could have furnished such a 
stage setting as nature furnished her 
pwn actor. 
The direct cause of the trouble, said 
•ne indian, is the manner in which the 
Indians claim to have been treated by 
the United States officers. 
He told the 
story of the alleged m istreatm ent of 
Bog-Ah-Me-Ge-Shik at Duluth, when, it 
is claimed, he waH turned adrift by the 
officials and compelled to walk home. 
He also told the story of the six young 
men, two of them Bog-Ah-Me-Ge lin k ’s j 
sons, who were taken to Duluth a year j 
ago on the plea that they were wanted j 
as witnesses and then given 60 days in 
the workhouse tor 
misdemeanors of i 
which they claim they knew nothing j 
and were compelled to walk back after 
they were discharged. 
These misdeeds on the part of the offi­ 
cers, be claimed, had made the Indians 
suspicions and made them decide th at 
they would never again go as witnesses. 
Bog-Ah-Me-Ge-Shik, the Indian said, 
has sworn that he will die before he w ill 
allow the officers to take him again. 
And in addition to these specific in ­ 
stances and a score of others which the 
Indian detailed is the standing trouble 
over the pine on the reservation, the 
Indians claim ing that they have never 
been properly treated in this m atter. 
After tile guide had told his story we 
started back for W alker, undergoing 
another fierce battle w ith waves and 
wind, this tim e fortunately w ithout 
rain, for the clouds had all disappeared 
and the rain had ceased. 
The return 
trip was made w ithout accident, and we 
landed near W alker just before day­ 
light wet and weary, but in possession 
of the statem ent from the Indians them ­ 
selves th at they would never subm it to 
tho arrest of Bog-Ah-Me-Ge-Shik. 
Bear island aud Bog-Ah-Me-Ge-Shik’s 
point, the scene of the fight between tho 
regulars and the Indians and the thea­ 
ter of • all the previous trouble, are in 
Leech lake, which is in the lower sec­ 
tion of the Chippewa Indian reserva­ 
tion. The reservation is in the center of 
the northern half of Minnesota, the 
southwestern boundary just skirting 
the village of W alker. 
Duluth, on the southwestern tip of 
Lake Superior, is the nearest large oity, 
aud it is almost IOO miles distant. 
St. 
Paul and M inneapolis are about 200 
miles southeast of Leech lake. 
Fort 
Snelling, from where the detachment 
of the Third infantry, under command 
of General Bacon, Was sent to aid in 
the arrest of the offending red chief, 
lies on the western shore in the bend of 
the Mississippi, between Bt. Paul and 
Minneapolis. 
The Pillager Indians are a branch of 
the Chippewa tribe and live in the wild 
m anner of their ancestors. 
Iii the par­ 
lance of the west they are known as 
“ blanket” Indians and are regarded by 
the w hite settlers and the advanced feec- 
tion of the Chippewas as a bad lot. The 
point ju ttin g out into Bear lake marked 
Bog-Ah-Me-Ge-Shik is where the fight 
between the troops and Indians occur­ 
red. 
From Fort Snelling to W alker 
railroad communication is had over the 
lines of the Northern Pacifio to Brainerd 
aud thence north by way of the B rain­ 
erd and Northern Minnesota.

A tter the Spanish soldiers had fallen 
back and taken shelter in the first line 
of trenches in the direction of Santiago 
Mr. Tabbert entered tile blockhouse 
and, finding the key to the huge trout 
door in its place, appropriated it as a 
telic of the tight. 
He then went to the 
lear door, and there found a key in a 
partly demolished lock, the corner of 
which had been blown off by the ex­ 
plosion of a shell that struck near it. A 
piece of the shell had struck the key, 
bending it and making it all the more 
interesting as a memorial. 
“ I think more of these keys than any 
thing else I brought from C uba,” said 
Mr. Tabbert, ‘‘for they are out of the 
usual line of relics. 
Lots of the boys 
tried to beg or buy them from me, but 
I w ouldn’t part w ith them. 
Even the 
officers were af ter them, and some tegu­ 
lar army officers wanted m ^ to put a 
price on them, but I wouldn’t. Here is 
a watch that I got. 
It is a cheap open 
faced silver one, with a fob chain and j 
small steel 
horseshoe attached. 
The I 
dead Spanish soldier in whose hand I 
found it held it w ith his death grip, 
and w ith it was a handkerchief, in 
which were wrapped a few Spanish sil­ 
ver coins. 
We had to bury the body, 
aud I took the handkerchief, coins aud 
watch from Ii is clinched Angels, and 
wall give them to whoever is entitled to 
them, if they are claimed. 
“ I also have an iron stirrup that I 
took from a saddle found in the block­ 
house aud a money belt that was shot 
from a Spanish soldier. 
The shot that 
cut the belt killed him. I also have two 
machetes—a small one taken from a 
piivate aud a large one that belonged to 
an officer— but I think most of the 
keys.” — New York Herald. 


T H E PARIS T E LE S C O P E . 


A G ia n t I n s tr u m e n t to B e E r e o te d a t 
th e P a r is E x p o s itio n . 
Au article in La N ature states th at 
M. G antier, the w ell known optician, 
is m aking good progress w ith the con­ 
struction of the giant telescope intended 
for the great exhibition at Paris in 
1900. The aperture w ill be 1.25 meters 
(49.2 inches), and the focal length 60 
meters (196 feet IO inches), while the 
estim ated cost is 1,400,000 francs. 
An 
equatorial m ounting and dome for such 
a gigantic instrum ent may well be con­ 
sidered impracticable, and accordingly 
the telescope itself w ill be rigidly fixed 
iii a horizontal position on supports of 
masonry, aud w ill receive the light of 
the heavenly bodies ufter reflection from 
a movable plane m irror 2 meters in 
diam eter. The plane m irror is 18 inches j KANSAS 
thick and weighs 
3,600 kilograms, 
and it is curious th at of 12 disks cast j 
for the purpose the first one turned out 
to be the best. This has been in process 
of grinding for seven months, and is not 
yet finished. 
There will be tw o objectives, o n ej 
photographic and one visual, which will i 
be easily interchangeable a t w ill. 
It is 
expected that a m agnifying power o fj 
6,000 w ill be usefully employed and 


NEW OCEAN RACER. 


G e r m a n s to B u ild a G ig a n tic P n saen 
a e r a n d F r e ig h t S te a m sh ip . 
It was learned in Hamburg recently 
that the International Navigation com­ 
pany, which operates the American and 
Red Star steamship lines has made a 
contract w ith the Messrs. Bl ohm & 
Voss, shipbuilders of Hamburg, for the 
construction of a colossal passenger and 
height steamship. 
It was adm itted at 
the offices of Blohrn & Voss that the 
contract fop this ship had been closed, 
and the assurance was also given that 
she would represent a radical departure 
from the old tim e models of m arine 
architecture. 
It was even hinted that 
some features at present unknown iii 
the m arine world would appear foi the 
first tim e in the new craft and th at 
they would be innovations that other 
shipbuilders would be glad to copy. 
The plans of the proposed wonder 
prove that she is to be a gigantic vessel, 
though she will be by no means the 
largest in the world. 
Her length, for 
example, w ill be 600 feet, while that of 
the North German Lloyd racer, Kaiser 
W ilhelm der Grosse, is 648 feet and the 
n^w W hite {Star racer now in process of 
construction at Belfast is 704 feet long. 
The beam of the new steamship w ill be 
66 feet, or exactly the same size as that 
of the huge Kaiser, and the depth of 
hold 42 feet, three feet more than the 
North German Lloyder. 
The dimensions indicate that the ves­ 
sel is to be built on racing lines. Indeed 
the buildeis, who expect to have the 
steamship ready for launching early in 
1900, adm it th at she is expected to 
break all ocean records. 
Her interior 
fittings will be on a scale of the great­ 
est magnificence. 
Even the steerage, 
say the builders, will be a model be­ 
cause of its comfort and improved sani 
tary arrangements. 
It is thought prob­ 
able that the new steamship is intended 
for the Red Star line.—New York Jo u r­ 
nal.

The Philadelphia Press correspondent 
who went to Bear island, the home of 
the Pillager Indians, a branch of tho 
Chippewa tribe, to find o at their version 
of tho recent troubles between them and 
the United States authorities, describes 
his trip as follows: 
From W alker, M inn., to Boar island, 
the borne of the Pillager Indians, it is 
as tho canoe paddles a good 17 milos. 
Your correspondent, w ith two others, 
haR just returned from the island after 
making tho trip over the tnrlm lent 
Beech lake, guided and propelled by a 
“ good” Indian, who, although a Chip­ 
pewa, is not one of the P illager tribe. 
The trip was a most hazardous one, 
as we were not even suro that our light 
bark canoe would ever reach its jour­ 
ney's end, and if it did we were in en­ 
tire ignorance of w hat our reception 
would be by the Indians. 
A cting on the advice of old settlers 
at W alker we w ent unarmed, except 
for a hundred or so of very bad cigars, 
intended for the propitiation of the red 
men. 
W hen we left W alker, Leech lake, 
which is in an ugly tem per almost the 
year round, seemed on its good behavior, 
but. we were not afloat half an hour be­ 
fore a nasty wind came pouring out of 
the northeast aud kicked up a sea that 
had w hite men handled the canoe it 
would have upset in three minutes. 
Our guide, who has one of the usual 
17 syllabled names common to the Chip­ 
pewas, kuelt in the stern of the canoe 
and never as much as by a relaxed or 
tautened muscle showed thut he knew 
th at the lake was else than a smooth 
duck pond. 
At last, afteT w hat seemed ten hours, 
our Indian stopped puddling, grunted 
and pointed ahead. 
W e slowly rose 
from the bottom of the canoe and looked. 
There rising out of the sw art w ater 
and outlined against the angry sky stood 
a drear wooded mass which we intuitive­ 
ly knew to be Bear island. 
Our Indian gave voice to a cry that 
sounded like u call of Charon announc­ 
ing his arrival on th e nether shore of 
the Styx, and after a m oment ah an­ 
swering wail came from the island. We 
then headed straight for the shore, and 
in a few moments the canoe was beach­ 
ed and we were aw kw ardly following 
the Indian toward a cluster of tepees 
and huts, our stiffened joints alm ost 
creaking a t every step. 
From the first tent we approached a 
big fat squaw emerged and gazed at us 
w ith her expressionless face, but did 
not offer a rem ark. From nearly every 
tent aud hut in sight another squaw ap­ 
peared until there were a dozen oi more 
of them. 
Our guide paid no attention to them, 
but continued in his search tor the 
braves. After a few m oments he turned 
to the squaw who had first appeared 
and spoke a few words to her, which 
she answered briefly. 
He then told us in broken English 
th at m ost of the braves were away from 
home, bnt th at he would see if he could 
find any of them. 
He told us to sit 
down where we were and w ait for him 
w hile he w ent to look them up. 
We 
had put ourselves entirely under bis or­ 
ders, so down we sat, and he disappear­ 
ed into the shadow. 
The squaws also squatted on the wet 
ground, eagerly took the cigars which 
we offered them, aud then settled back 
into a stolid, motionless silence. They 
did not seem to pay any attention to 
us, no more than they paid to the wind 
which was making music among the 
branches above us or the m isty rain 
which was still falling. 
The situation was not a cheerful one. 
The great trees cast a shade which made 
everything so gloomy th at the figures 
of the squaws were only mere sugges­ 
tions. 
The wind sighed and whistled 
m ournfully oveihead, the waves dashed 
on the shore near by w ith a monotonous 
splash, and now and again could be 
heard the cry of some w ild animal or 
the signal of a wild man. 
W hat the squaws thought no one but 
themselves know, but there was no ques­ 
tion that two uncomfortable newspaper 
men wished they were well off the is­ 
land and safe in the hotel at Walker. 
Jn st as the situation was becoming 
unbearable and it seemed th at unless 
some one spoke or moved we would both 
go crazy, a dark form stole out of the 
trees on our right. 
For a moment visions of tomahawks 
aud scalping knives rushed through our 
heads, jum bled up w ith all the blood 
curdling stories of Indians th at the peo­ 
ple of W alker are always ready to ten 
to the stianger. 
The next moment we 
recognized our guide aud could have al­ 
most hugged him, so glad were we to 
cee him. 
Ile came straight to us and 
told us that only a few of the Indians 
were present on the island and that they 
did not w ant to see us. 
They bad given him permission to 


tell us of their troubles, However, and 
of the cansos which have led to their 
rescuing Bog Ah Mo*Ge Milk from the 
marshals a few we1 ks ago aud their sub­ 
sequent statements' 
that they would 
never give him up to tho nth* rn. 
The main points of tho -tory have 
been told before, hut never as dramatie* 
illy as they wore given thero that night 
ny the tall Indian in his broken Eng­ 
lish. No actor could have told the story 
in a more dram atic maule r, aud no 
theater could have furnished such a 
Rage setting as nature furnished her 
PWO actor. 
The direct cause of the trouble, said 
trio indian, is the manner in which the 
Indians claim to have been treated by 
the United States officers. 
He told the 
story of the alleged m istreatm ent of 
Bog-Ah-Me-Ue-Shik at Duluth, when, it 
is claimed, he was turned adrift by the 
officials and compelled to walk home. 
He also told the story of the six young 
men, two of t hem Bog-Ah-Me-Ge Sink's 
sons, who were taken to Duluth a year 
ago on the plea that they were wanted 
as witnesses and then given 60 days in 
the workhouse for 
misdemeanors of 
which they claim they knew nothing 
and were compelled to walk back after 
they were discharged. 
These misdeeds on the part of the offi­ 
cers, he claimed, had made the Indians 
suspicious and made them decide th at 
they would never again go as witnesses. 
Bog-Ah-Me-Ge-Sbik, the Indian said, 
has sworn that he will die before he w ill 
allow the officers to take him again. 
Aud in addition to these specific in ­ 
stances and a score of others which the 
Indian detailed is the standing trouble 
over the pine on the reservation, the 
Indians claim ing that they have never 
been properly treated in this m atter. 
After the guide had told his story we 
started hack for W alker, undergoing 
another fierce battle w ith waves and 
wind, this tim e fortunately w ithout 
rain, for the clouds had all disappeared 
and the rain had ceased. 
The return 
trip was made w ithout accideut, and we 
landed near W alker just before day­ 
light wet and weary, but in possession 
of the statem ent from the Indians them ­ 
selves that they would never subm it to 
tho arrest of Bog-Ah-Me-Ge-fcdiik. 
Bear island aud Bog-Ah-Me-Ge-Shik’s 
point, the scene of the fight between tho 
regulars and the Indians and the thea­ 
ter o f-a ll the previous trouble, are in 
Leech Jake, which iR in the lower sec­ 
tion of the Chippewa Indian reserva­ 
tion. The reservation is in the center of 
the northern half of Minnesota, the 
southwestern boundary just skirting 
the village of W alker. 
Duluth, on the southwestern tip of 
Luke .Superior, is the nearest large city, 
aud it is almost IOO miles distant. 
St. 
Paul aud M inneapolis are about 200 
miles southeast of Leech lake. 
Fort 
Snelling, from where the detachment 
of the Third infantry, under command 
of General Bacon, Was sent to aid in 
the arrest of the offending red chief, 
lies on the western shore in the bend of 
the Mississippi, between St. Paul and 
Minneapolis. 
The Pillager Indians are a branch of 
the Chippewa tribe and live in the wild 
m anner of their ancestors. 
In the par­ 
lance of the west they are known as 
“ blanket” Indians and are regarded by 
the w hite settlers and the advanced kec- 
tion of the Chippewas as a bad lot. The 
point ju ttin g out into Bear Jake marked 
Bog-Ah-Me-(iLe-Shik is where the fight 
between the troops and Indians occur­ 
red, 
From Fort Snelling to W alker 
railroad communication is had over the 
lines of the Northern Pacific to Brainerd 
aud thence north by way of the B rain­ 
erd and Northern Minnesota.

lelic of tho fight. 
He then went to the 
rear door, and there found a key iii a 
partly demolished lock, the corner of 
which had been blown off by the ex­ 
plosion of a shi ll that struck near it. A 
piece of the shell had struck the key. 
bending it and making it all the more 
interesting as a memorial. 
“ I think more of these keys than any 
thing else I brought from C uba,” said 
Mr. Tabbert, “ for they are out of the 
usual line of relics. 
Lots of the boys 
tried to beg or buy them from me, but 
I wouldn’t part w ith them. 
Even the 
officers were af ter them, and some legu- 
lar army officers wanted m ^ to put a 
price on them, but I wouldn’t. Here is 
a watch that I got. 
It is a cheap open 
faced silver one, with a fob chain and 
small steel 
horseshoe attached. 
The 
dead {Spanish soldier in whose hand I 
found it held it w ith his death grip, 
and w ith it was a handkerchief, in 
which were wrapped a few* Spanish sil­ 
ver coins. 
W’e had to bury the body, 
and I took the handkerchief, coins aud 
watch from his clinched fingeis, and 
will give them to whoever is entitled to 
them, if they are claimed. 
“ I also have an iron stirrup that I 
took from a saddle found in the block­ 
house and a money belt that was shot 
from a Spanish soldier. 
The shot that 
cut the belt killed him. I also have two 
machetes—a small one taken from a 
private aud a large one that belonged to 
an officer— but I think most of the 
keys.” —New York Herald.

THE PARIS TELESCOPE. 


A G ia n t I n s t r u m e n t t o B e E r e c t e d a t 
t h e P a r is E x p o s it io n . 
Au article in La N atnre states that 
M. Gautier, the well known optician, 
is making good progress w ith the con­ 
struction of the giant telescope intended 
for the great exhibition at Paris in 
1900. The aperture w ill be 1.25 meters 
(49.2 inches), and the focal length 60 
meters (196 feet IO inches), while the 
estimated cost is 1,400,000 francs. 
An 
equatorial m ounting and dome for such 
a gigantic instrum ent may well be con­ 
sidered impracticable, and accordingly 
the telescope itself w ill he rigidly fixed 
iii u horizontal position on supports of 
masonry, aud w ill receive the light of 
the heavenly bodies after reflection from 
a movable plane m irror 2 meters in 
diameter. The plane m irror is 18 inches 
thick aud weighs 
3,600 kilograms, 
and it is curious th at of 12 disks cast 
for the purpose the first one turued out 
to be the best. This has been in process 
of grinding for seven months, and is not j 
yet finished. 
There will be two objectives, one 
photographic and one visual, which will i 
be easily interchangeable at w ill. 
It is j 
expected that a m agnifying power of 
6,000 will be usefully employed and 
that occasionally a power of 10,000 may 
boused. As the highest power available 
in the largest existing telescope does 
not exceed 4,000, the new instrument, 
if it be the success that every one will 
wish, should have a wide field of use­ 
fulness.—Chicago Tribune. 


G e r m a n * to H n lld a G ig a n t ic P a s s e n - 
K**r a n d F r e ig h t S te a m s h ip . 
It was learned in Hamburg recently 
that the International Navigation com­ 
pany, which operates the American and 
Red Star steamship lines has made a 
contract with the Messrs. Blohm & 
Voss, shipbuilders of Hamburg, for the 
construction of a colossal passenger and 
freight steamship. 
It was adm itted at 
the offices of Blohm & Voss that the 
contract for this ship had been closed, 
and the assurance was also given that 
she would represent a radical departure 
from the old time models of m arine 
architecture. 
It was even hinted that 
some features at present unknown iii 
the m arine world would appear for the 
first tim e in the new craft and that 
they would be innovations that other 
shipbuilders would be glad to copy. 
The plans of the proposed wonder 
prove that she is to be a gigantic vessel, 
though she w ill be by no means the 
largest in the world. 
Her length, for 
example, w ill be 600 feet, while that of 
the North German Lloyd racer, Kaiser 
W ilhelm der Grosse, is 648 feet and the 
n^w W hite {Star racer now in process of 
construction at Belfast is 704 feet long. 
The beam of the new steamship w ill be 
66 feet, or exactly the same size as that 
of the huge Kaiser, and the depth of 
hold 42 feet, three feet more than the 
North German Lloyder. 
The dimensions indicate that the ves­ 
sel is to be built on racing lines. Indeed 
the buildeis, who expect to have the 
steamship ready for launching early in 
1900, adm it th at she is expected to 
break all ocean records. 
Her interior 
fittings will be on a scale of the great­ 
est magnificence. 
Even the steerage, 
say the builders, will be a model be­ 
cause of its comfort and improved sani 
tary arrangements.

“I have been here for five weeks with 
my associate, H. G . Folts,” said J. L. 
Francis to the N e w s R e v ie w this morn­ 
ing, “and we have already accomplished 
much. Yon know we have under lease 
2,000 acres of coal land in the vicin­ 
ity of West Point. 
The tract consti­ 
tutes what is perhaps the most valuable 
deposit of coal remaining in Ohio, and 
it has been my task to discover the feas 
ibility of moving it should we decide to 
develop the deposit. There have been 
many opinions against it I understand, 
but my work hasbeen most satisfactory. 
Something like 20 surveys have been 
made, 
all 
of 
which 
provided 
for 
an expensive line, but recently we founc 
a new route, which in grade and cost of 
construction is all right. It will permit 
of moving the product of the mines, as 
well as the carrying of passengers by 
electricity. The right of way has been 
secured from Lisbon to Liverpool, in­ 
cluding terminals at each point. 
We 
experienced no trouble at Lisbon, but The 
met with no little difficulty here. I can 
say, however, that seldom have business 
relations been more pleasant, and in all 
my dealings with Liverpool people I 
have found none who are opposed to the 
construction of the road. 
“The plan Is at once simple and yet 
requires a large amount of capital to 
carry it out. 
A power house fitted with 
the most improved electrical machinery 
is to be erected at some point near the 
mines in order that we may use electric­ 
ity in mining.

The story of the project is a story 
which extends through several months. 
For years it has been known that the 
coal deposits north of the city were 
valuable, and if some corporation with 
sufficient nerve 
and 
capital would 
push their development successfully 
they would 
be well 
repaid, while 
the public would derive its proportion 
of benefit through the construction of a 
cross county line. Now the need of that 
line has been felt for years, and never 
more so than at the present time when 
the population of southern Oolnmbi- 
ana has reached that point where it trans­ 
acts a large amount of business with the 
county seat. 
Realizing this the last 
project iii this direction not only pro­ 
vides for construction of a coal earner, 
but for an electric line that will be pro­ 
vided with a splendid passenger service. 
Measured by the lowest estimate the 
plans now completed provide for some­ 
thing Columbiana has long desired. 
“I have been here for five weeks with 
my associate, H. G. Folts,” said J. L. 
Francis to tile N ew s R e v i e w this morn­ 
ing,’’and we have already accomplished 
much. 
You know we have under lease 
2,000 acres of coal land in the vicin­ 
ity of West Point. 
The tract consti­ 
tutes what is perhaps the most valuable 
deposit of coal remaining in Ohio, aud 
it has been my task to discover the feas­ 
ibility of moving it should we decide to 
develop the deposit. There have been 
many opinions against it I understand. 
but my work has been most satisfactory. 
Something like 20 surveys have been 
made, 
all 
of 
which 
provided 
for 
an expensive line, but recently we fonnd 
a new route, which in grade and cost of 
construction is all right. It will permit 
of moving the product of the mines, as 
well as the carrying of passengers by 
electricity. The right -of way has been 
secured from Lisbou to Liverpool, in­ 
cluding terminals at each point. 
We 
experienced no trouble at Lisbon, but 
met with no little difficulty here. I can 
say, however, that seldom have business 
relations been more pleasant, and in all 
my dealings with Liverpool people I 
have found none who are opposed to the 
construction of the road. 
"The plan is at once simple and yet 
requires a large amount of capital to 
carry it out. 
A power house fitted with 
the most improved electrical machinery 
is to be erected at some point near the 
mines in order that we may ase electric­ 
ity in mining. 
Here also will be the 
machinery to provide power for the 
line, moviug< cars fitted with* heavy 
motors, assuring a good rate of speed 
from the county seat to this place. Slack 
ooal can be used under the boilers, a 
most economical method of producing 
steam to develop the electricity. The 
plant will be perfection, for the details 


already worked out are for nothing else. 
"We have our capital of $500,000 to 
put into the project, but can readily see 
it will be some time before we can 
realize on the investment. 
We will be 
unable to show a net earning of more 
than two per cent on our investment, j 
and that is one reason w’hy we have 
asked Lisbon to contribute $25,000 arid 
Liverpool $60,000 toward the construe- { 
tion of the road. The line with equip­ 
ment will cost in the near neighborhood 
of $650,000, but it will doubtless bo 
worth every dollar of the amount ex­ 
pended. 
The idea is that if we are 
willing to invest so large an amount 
the people who will derive benefit from 
the improvement should lend their aid. 
We will be heavy taxpayers, and will 
materially assist in building up the 
county. The employment of labor at 
our mines 
will, I 
assure you, 
be 
a large item, for we will with the 
capital invested be compelled to mine 
a great deal of coal. 
We have arranged 
for a town site near West Point, where 
these miners and their families will live, j 
but much, the greater part of their 
trade, will go to the larger towns in the 
vicinity. The money asked is to consti-1 
tute part of a sinking fund, in order 
that we make something on the invest­ 
ment until it can make its own return. 
"The matter rests entirely with the 
people. If they want the railroad com­ 
munication with Lisbon, and will join 
with us they can have it. The plan has 
been tried before but has failed. This 
time I assure yon the conditions are 
such as to make it successful. The op­ 
portunity is here aud we have the capital. 
The only thing lacking is that sinking 
fund of which I speak. 
When that is 
assured work can be commenced and 
the whole thing carried out successfully. 
From what I have heard I believe East 
Liverpool will be willing to stretch 
forth its hand. Lisbon has already de­ 
cided to help.” 
When questioned as to the terminals 
in this city, Mr. Francis said he did 
not care to make that public at present. 
but he was satisfied with the condition 
of affairs. The line, he said, might 
come down Little Yellow creek or into 
Liverpool direct. That he coaid not now 
say 
because 
only 
a 
preliminary 
survey 
had 
been 
made, and that 
matter mnst be left until such time as 
more attention could be given it. 
Now 
it seems positive that- every pound of 
coal and every passenger can be trans­ 
ported by electricity, but the line will be 
built so that steam can be used should it 
become necessary. 
The matter is now up to the people of 
East Liverpool, and it remains for some 
plan to be devised whereby the people of 
the city can collect the reqnired amount. 
Prompt action should be taken.

Far more siatmn em­ 
ployees than riders were Killed by tho 
Indians, and even of the latter mort* 
were killed off duty than on. This eau 
he explained by the fact that tho horses 
furnished the riders, selected as they 
were for speed and endurance, were far 
impellor to the mounts of tho Indians. 
Th ere is only one case on record 
where a rider was caught, and that was 
owing to his having linen surrounded. 
This occurred iii Nebraska, along tho 
Platte river. He was Hhot, and several 
days later his body waft toimd. Ilia 
pony, sri ll bridled and saddled, was also 
found with the lqail intact. It was 
transferred to amu her horse and soon 
forwarded to its destination. In laying 
out the route through tho indian coun­ 
try pains were taken to avoid anything 
that would afford cover for an ambush­ 
ed foe. 
On© of the greatest dangers encoun­ 
tered bv the pony express riders was* 
from immigrants and others who mis­ 
took them for Indians. In those days ii 
was shoot first and investigate after­ 
ward, provided tho shooter survived to 
make an investigation. A number of tb*h 
riders met their death iii .this way, be­ 
ing mistaken for Indians, horse thieve* 
or road agents. It is a strange bpt nota­ 
ble fact that tho Indians often stood aud 
saw the daring riders fly past without) 
offering to molest them. Thoro was a 
mystery about it that made it ‘‘bad 
medicine” to interfere with them. Su­ 
perstitious us they wore, they seldom < 
bothered with a ny thing that they could' 
not understand.

This incident in Paul's life is very 
lustre* rive from a missionary stand­ 
point 
Ile is af Trons, in th** western 
part of Asia Minor, on In*- second g n at 
missionary journey. 
In a vision an in­ 
habitant of historic Ma,' -(Ionia of Eu­ 
rope calls to him for Tie!p. 
He sees in 
the vision also a call from God. Imme­ 
diately lie obeyed it. Ile went to Mace* 
(Ionia, and bis preaching produced bless­ 
ed results. The Christian's duty toward 
missions is here pointedly illustrated. 
It says, “ Go or send.” 
Why should we go or send? Three 
reasons moved Paul to action, and those 
three reasons appeal to us today: I. The 
call from Macedonia for help. 
Paul 
must have been greatly touched by this 
pathetic appeal for the gospel. 
He was 
intensely anxious to take the gospel to 
all w ho wanted it. Macedonia—heathen­ 
dom—is calling to us today. 
Not one 
man, hut millions of human beings in 
Africa, India, China and the islands of 
tho sea are calling for help. They need 
Christ and they want Christ. 
Can we 
refuse their cry? 2. The call from God. 
Paul saw iii the vision a call from God. 
Every cry for help in this world is a 
call from God. God has opened the doors 
of the heathen world and commands us 
to go in and win the lands for Christ. 
God calls us to missionary work. Can 
we refuse to obey God? 8. Paul could 
go. 
He went immediately because it 
was possible for him to do so. 
We can 
go or send. 
This should decide for as. 
Perhaps we can go. If our church boards 
cannot send us, perhaps we can go and 
pay our own expenses. No young man 
or woman who has the means and the 
way clear to do so could use both self 
or means to a better purpose. But if we 
cannot go we can send. 
A wealthy young man in one of our 
colleges, studying to be a missionary, 
supported a man actually on the field as 
his substitute until he himself was pre­ 
pared to go. If as individuals we may 
not be able to have a missionary repre­ 
senting us on the field, perhaps as so­ 
cieties we could do so. A number of 
societies have their representatives on 
the foreign field, and many, many 
others could support at least a native 
worker or educate a boy .or girl for fu­ 
ture missionary work. 
The cost is not 
great. The secretary of your denomina­ 
tional missionary board could give all 
the information desired upon this sub­ 
ject.* If, however, we cannot do this, 
all of us can give something, and we 
should liberally and systematically, for 
sending those who eau go if we cannot.

When the news reached the city this 
morning that the towboat Rescue had 
been completely destroyed by the burst- 
of its boilers marked surprise was shown 
among river men. 
* 
The boat was owned by the Jntte 
company who have an office at the foot 
of Market street, and a call at that office 
made known the fact that the boat was 


expert od here about noon with several 
flats of coal. The accident occurred at 
9 o'clock last night near Elizabeth, as 
pie boat was entering lock No. 3. Capt. 
Charles Siddell. who 
was 
instantly 
killed and whose body was found in the 
boat, 
was well 
known 
to 
every 
one who works about the river in Liver­ 
pool. 
He has been here often with the 
Rescue and other boats. 
The boat was wrecked completely and 
lank almost immediately.7 The boilers 
were ganged to blow off steam at 190 
pounds, aud a few minutes beforo the 
accident the gauge showed 160 pounds. 
The exact cause of the accident may 
never be known. 
The Rescue w as practically a new 
boat. 
It was thoroughly overhauled 
nu ce its last trip here, and had the 
accident 
not 
happened 
it 
would 
have rem ained at the Market street 
wharf most of this afternoon. 
The last 
time the boat was here it took several 
empty flats up the river from the Jntte 
float. 


OF HON. It. W . T A Y L E R , 


A Political W rite r Discover* a N u m b e r 
o f Thing*. 
The political man of the Colnmbus 
Journal deals Hon. R. W. Taylor in 
these words: 
“Hon. 
R. 
W. 
Tayler, 
of 
the 
Eighteenth congressional district, has 
been filling several speaking engage­ 
ments in the Eleventh district, and was 
at the Neil yesterday. 
Mr. Tayler 
•omes from good old Republican stock. 
His father, Hon. R. W. Tayler, who 
died in Washington in 1878, was auditor 
of the state of Ohio in 1860-63, when he 
resigned to become comptroller of the 
treasury under Secretary Chase, Mr. 
Tayler and the secretary of the treas- 
ary were the closest political friends, 
and when 
Salmon P. Chase was 
•ailed to Washington 
by President 
Lincoln he insisted that Mr. Tayler 
•bould 
accompany 
him 
as 
comp­ 
troller, which he afterwards did. Dur­

Tile Philadelphia Press correspondent 
who went to Bear island, the home of 
the Pillager Indians, a branch of the 
Chippewa tribe, to find out their version 
of the recent troubles between them and 
the U nited States authorities, describes 
his trip as follows: 
From W alker, M inn., to Boar island, 
the home of the Pillager Indians, it is 
as the canoe paddles a good 17 miles. 
Yonr correspondent, w ith two others, 
has just returned from the island after 
m aking the trip over the tnrhulent 
Beech lake, guided and propelled by a 
“ good” Indian, who, although a Chip­ 
pewa, is not one of the P illager tribe. 
The trip was a most hazardous one, 
as we were not even sure that our light 
bark canoe would ever reach its jour­ 
ney’s end, and if it did we were in en­ 
tire ignorance of w hat our reception 
would be by the Indians. 
Acting on the advice of old settlors 
at W alker we w ent unarm ed, except 
for a hundred, or so of very bad cigars, 
intended for the propitiation of tin* red 
men. 
W hen we left W alker, Leech lake, 
which is in an ugly tem per almost tho 
year round, seemed on its good behavior, 
but wo were not afloat half an hour be­ 
fore a nasty wind came pouring out of 
the northeast and kicked up a sea that 
had w hite men handled the canoe it 
would have upset in three minutes. 
Our guide, who has one of the usual 
17 syllabled nani63 common to the Chip­ 
pewas, kuelt in the stern of the canoe 
and never as m uch as by a relaxed or 
tautened muscle showed tlint he knew 
th at the lake was else than a smooth 
duck pond. 
At last, after w hat seemed ten hours, 
our Indian stopped paddling, grunted 
aud pointed ahead. 
W e slowly rose 
from the bottom of the canoo and looked. 
There rising out of the sw art w ater 
aud outlined against the angry sky stood 
a drear wooded mass which we intuitive­ 
ly knew to be Bear island. 
Our Indian gave voice to a cry th at 
sounded like a call of Charon announc­ 
ing his arrival on th e nether shore of 
the Styx, and after a m oment ah an­ 
swering w ail came from the island. We 
then headed straight for the shore, and 
in a few momenta the canoe was beach­ 
ed and we were aw kw ardly following 
the Im!mn toward a cluster of tepees 
and buts, our stiffened joints alm ost 
creaking at every step. 
From the first tent we approached a 
big fat squaw emerged aud gazed at us 
w ith lier expressionless face, but did 
not offer a rem ark. 
From nearly every 
tent aud hut in sight another squaw ap­ 
peared until there were a dozen oi more 
of them. 
Our guide paid no attention to them, 
but continued in bis search tor the 
braves. After a few m oments he turned 
to the squaw who had first appeared 
aud spoke a few words to her, which 
she answered briefly. 
He then told us iii broken English 
th at most of the bi aves were away from 
home, but that he would see if he could 
find any of them. 
He told us to sit 
down where we were and w ait for him 
w hile he w ent to look them up. 
We 
had put ourselves entirely under his or­ 
ders, so down we sat, and he disappear­ 
ed into tho shadow. 
The squaws also squatted on the wet 
ground, eagerly took the cigars which 
we offered them, aud then settled back 
into a stolid, motionless silence. They 
did not seem to pay any attention to 
us, no more than they paid to the wind 
which was m aking music among the 
branches above us or the m isty rain 
which was still falling. 
The situation was not a cheerful cue. 
The gieat trees cast a shade which made 
everything so gloomy that the figures 
of the squaws were only mere sugges­ 
tions. 
The w'iud sighed and whistled 
m ournfully oval head, the waves dashed 
on the siiore near by w ith a monotonous 
splash, and now aud again could bo 
bourd the cry of some w ild anim al or 
the signal of a wild man. 
W hat the squuws thought uo one bat 
fbi in se I ves know. but there was no ques­ 
tion that two uncom fortable newspaper 
men wished they were well off the is­ 
land and safe iii the hotel at Walker. 
Ju st uh tile situation was becoming 
unbearable aud it seemed that unless 
some one spoke or moved we would both 
go crazy, a dark form stole out of the 
trees on our right. 
For a moment visions of tomahawks 
and scalping knives rushed through our 
heads, jum bled up w ith all the blood 
curdling stories of Indians th at the peo­ 
ple of W alker are always ready to tell 
to the stranger, 
The next moment we 
recognized our guide and could have al­ 
most hugged hun, so glad were we to 
lee him. 
He came straight to us and 
told us that only a few of the Indians 
were present on the island aud that they 
did not w ant to see us. 
Thev had given him permission to 


tell us of their troubles, flowerer, ann 
of the causes which have led to their 
rescuing Bog-Ab-Me-Ge -blk from the 
m arshals a few w< *: ks ago and their sub­ 
sequent Staten!* cts 
that they would 
never give him up to the officers. 
Tho main points of the .-tory have 
been told before, hut never as dramatic­ 
ally as they were given there t hat night 
ny the tail Indian in his broken Eng­ 
lish. No actor could have told the story 
in a m ore dramatic manner, aud no 
theater could have furnished such a 
itage setting as nature furnished her 
PWD actor 
The direct cause of the trouble, said 
trio indian, is the manner in which the 
Indians claim to have been treated by 
the United States officers. 
He told the 
story of the alleged m istreatm ent of 
Bog-Ah-Me-Cie-Shik at Duluth, when, it 
is claimed, he was turned adrift by the 
officials and compelled to wfalk home. 
He also told the story of the six young 
men, two of t hem Bog-Ah-Me-Ge Sink’s 
sons, who were taken to Duluth a year 
ago on the plea that they were wanted 
as witnesses and then given 60 days in 
the workhouse tor 
misdemeanors of 
which they claim they knew nothing 
and were compelled to walk back after 
they were discharged. 
These misdeeds on the part of the offi­ 
cers, he claimed, had made the Indians 
suspicions and made them decide th at 
they would never again go as witnesses. 
Bog-Ah-Me-Ge-Shik. the Indian said, 
has sworn that he w ill die before he w ill 
allow the officers to take him again. 
And in addition to these specific in ­ 
stances and a score of others which the 
Indian detailed is the standing trouble 
over the pine on the reservation, the 
Indians claim ing that they have never 
been properly treated in this m atter. 
After the guide had told his story we 
started hark fur W alker, undergoing 
another fierce battle w ith waves aud 
wind, this tim e fortunately w ithout j 
rain, for the clouds had all disappeared 
and the rain bad ceased. 
The return 
trip was made w ithout accident, and we 
landed near Walker ju st before day­ 
light wet and weary, but in possession 
of the statem ent from the Indians them ­ 
selves that they would never subm it to 
the arrest of Bog-Ah-Me-Ge-Shik. 
Bear island and Bog-Ah-M e-Ge-Shik’s 
point, the scene of the fight between the 
regulars aud the Indians and the thea­ 
ter of* all the previous trouble, are in 
Leech lake, which is in the lower sec­ 
tion of the Chippewa Indian reserva­ 
tion. The reservation is in the center of 
the northern half of Minnesota, the 
southwestern boundary 
just skirting 
the village of W alker. 
D uluth, on the southwestern tip of 
Lake Superior, is the nearest largo city, 
and it is almost IOO miles distant. 
St. 
Paul and M inneapolis are about 200 
miles southeast of Leech lake. 
Fort 
Snelling, from where the detachment 
of the Third infantry, under command 
of General Bacon. Was sent to aid in 
the arrest of the offending red chief, 
lies on the western shore in the bend of 
the Mississippi, between St. Paul and 
Minneapolis. 
The Pillager Indians are a branch of 
the Chippewa tribe and live in the wild 
m anner of their ancestors. 
In the par- I 
lance of the west they are known as 
“ blanket” Indians and are regarded by 
the w hite settlers and the advanced fcec- * 
tion of tile Chippewas as a bad lot. The 
point ju ttin g out into Bear lake marked 
Bog-Ah-Me-Ge-Shik is where the fight I 
between the troops and Indians occur- i 
red. 
From Fort Snelling to W alker I 
railroad communication is had over the 
lines of the Northern Pacific to Brainerd ! 
and thence north by way of the B rain­ 
erd and Northern Minnesota.

Per more station em­ 
ployees than riders were killed Iv tho 
Indians, and even of the hitter more 
were killed od’ duty than on. 
This can 
he explained by the fact that the horse* 
tarnished the riders, spied ell as they 
were for speed and endurance, were tar 
superior to tile nmnnts of the Indians. 
There is only one 
case on record 
where a rider vvas caught, aud tin t wa* 
owing to lim having been surrounded. 
This occurred in Nebraska, along tho 
Platte river. 
Ile was shot. and several 
days later his body was found. 
Ilia 
pony,still bridled aud saddled, was also 
found with the Ojai I intact. 
It was 
transferred to another horse and soon 
forwarded to its destination. 
In laying 
out tim route through tho Indian coun­ 
try pains were taken to avoid anything 
that would afford cover for an ambush­ 
ed fGO. 
One of the greatest danger* encoun­ 
tered bv tho pony express riders was* 
from immigrants and others who m is­ 
took them for Indians. In those days ii 
was shoot first and investigate after­ 
ward, provided the shooter survived to 
make an investigation. A number of the 
riders met their death in this way, be­ 
ing mistaken for Indians, horse thieve* 
or road agents. It is a strange hut nota­ 
ble fact that the Indians bf ton stood and 
saw’ the daring riders fly past without 
offering to molest them. 
There was a 
mystery about it thut made it “ bad 
medicine” to interfere with them.

perstitious us they were, they seldom 
bothered with anything that they could 
not understand.

This incident in Paul's life is very 
instructive from a missionary stand­ 
point. 
Ile is at Troas, in the western 
part of Asia Minor, on his second great 
missionary journey. 
In a vision an in­ 
habitant of historic M ^ donia of Eu­ 
rope calls to him for Tielp. 
He sees in 
the vision ii I so a call from God. Imm e­ 
diately he obeyed it. He went to Mace­ 
donia. and his preaching produced bless­ 
ed results. The C hristian's duty toward 
missions is here pointedly illustrated. 
It says, “ (Jo or send.*’ 
Why should we go or send? Three 
reasons moved Paul to action, and these 
three reasons appeal to us today: I. The 
call I rom Macedonia for help.
